REMARKS 

The Applicants request reconsideration of the rejection. 
Claims 34-41 , 46, and 48 remain pending. 

The Examiner objected to claims 34, 38, and 48 for the reasons set forth on 
pages 2-3 of the Office Action. The above amendments incorporate the Examiner's 
suggestions to overcome the objection. 

Claims 34, 40, and 46 stand rejected under 35 USC §1 1 2, second paragraph 
as being indefinite for the reasons set forth on pages 3-4 of the Office Action. 
Claims 34 and 46 have also been amended to incorporate the Examiner's 
suggestions to overcome the rejection. Claim 40 has been amended to improve its 
clarity; the Applicants refer to page 84, lines 1 7-24 of the specification for an 
example of support. 

Claim 48 stands rejected under 35 USC §101 as failing to recite patentable 
subject matter. Specifically, the Examiner requires the Applicants to recite 
computer-instructions, and an apparatus in the body of the claim. Claim 48 has 
been amended to add these requirements. In the event that these amendments do 
not fully comply with the Examiner's requirements, the Applicants' representative 
requests a telephone call at the number below to discuss any changes that may be 
necessary to place the claim in condition for allowance. 

In closing, the Applicants and their representative appreciate the Examiner's 
kind suggestions to place the claims in better form for allowance.
